James (. Sbarpe of Licking Creek Fatal-
Iy Injured by Stable Horse Tues-
day Morning.

WAS LEADING THE ANIMAL TO WATER

Fresh in the minds of the peo
ple of Lacking Creek township
are the incidents connected with
the death ot Allura, the fourteen:
year-old daughter of Mr. and
Mrs. H. B. Danels, last August,
who was trampled to death by an
inflriated bull in a pastore flald
on her father's farm, whither she
had gone in the evening of that
summer day to drive home the
cows. Now, from the same neigh
borhood comes the storyof a
death little less shocking 1n its
detuils, where the victim was in
the full streggth of manhood.

With his half brother Edward
and family who live on the old
home farm of their father, the
late John Sharpe, about a half
mile north of Greenhill, James G
Sharpe aged about forty years
and nomarried, had his home,

Tuesdasy morning, Edward
Sharpe went to Seth Mellott's
sawmill to work. About seven
o'clock, James went to the barn
to do the feeding and water the
ftock. Sometime afterward, El-
la, the little seven year.old dangh
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Edward
Sharpe toddled out to the barn,
but soon returned to the house to
tell her mother to come out—*Un
cle Jim 18 hurt and all bloody!”

Among other horses in the
stables was a stallion. This horse
was not known to be vicious, and
was worked in the team hanling
lnomber and doing other work,
snd seemed perfectly safe and
gentle,

As soon as little Ella told her
mother that Uncle Jim was hurt,
the mother hastened to the bara,
and found James lymg upon the
ground, attempting to rest his
head in his hand supported by
his elbow. James was all bruised
and biesding, s clothing torn—
the nearly new cord coat he was
wearing bemng almost torn to
shreds; and while he was able to
look up and recognize s sister-
in-law, he was unsble to speak.
The stallion with bridle on, was
standing near, not showing any
siIgns of excitement. Mrs.
Sharpe’s first impulse was tolead
the horse back into the stable,
and she took hold of the bridle
and started; but jost then she
thought of the danger n leading
the horse b-hmdthoognr horaes
in the stable, and she let the
horas go at will,

DEATH OF A NONOGENARIAN.

Mrs. Rachel Yiogling, of Shore Valley,
Lived to the Advanced Age of 93
Years, 6 Months, and 5 Days.

Born on the £20d of August,
1816; born before the election of
James Monroe ms president of
the Umited States; born before
the introduction of railroads, trol
ley lines, automobiles, sewing ma-
chines, reapers, mowers, and all
the rest of the long list of im-
proved farm machinery, and hv-
ing to see the most progressive
century in the world's hiswory,—
Mrs. Rachel Yinghng, died at the
home of her son, Ephraim Ying-
ling, Jr,, in Shore Valley, Hunt-
ingdon county, on the 27th of
February, 1910, aged 93 years, 6
months, and b days.

Her faneral, conducted by Rev
Reidel, of the Church of God,
took place on the last day of Feb-
ruary, and her remains were laid
to rest in the cemetery at Bethel
church, New Grenada.

Grandmother Yingling was one
of those good, quiet, noffensive,
motherly souls, whose very pres-
ence was a penediction to those
about her. During the latter
days of her ife, when her physic
al strength had become impaired
by age, she spent much of her
time reading the Bible. She
read 1t again and again—not as a
mstter of habit, but for the con-
stant source ot comfort and in-
spiration; it was to her a well of
living water, sprioging up into
eternal life,

At the age of twenty-five, she
was converted and united with
the Methodist Episcopal church;
bot later, she transferred her
church membership to the Umt-
ed Brethren denomination, and
lived an exemplary life until the
final summons came.

Owing to her advanced age; to
the fact that she had outhved
negrly all her family, and that the
few left are living 1o distant parts
but one ot her blood relatives was
present at her funeral, and that
was & grand- daughter.

Her son Ephraim, with whom
she had her home, 18 seriously
ill, and hds been for some time.
His daughter Nellie 1s now lying
very low with pneumonia. Sure-
ly, the family 18 entitled to the
sympathy of the community mn
which they reside.

Weekly Bolletin on Timely Topics Issued
By the State Department of
Agriculture,

AIR-SLAKED VS. FRESH LIME.

A Northampton county farmer,
who intends commencing the
spraymg of his froit trees, as
early in the spring as possible, to
rid them of scale insects, wrote
to Professor H. A, SBurface, State
Zoologist, Harrisburg, inquiring
whether air-slaked lime 18 asgood
as that slaked with water for the
making of the hme-sulphur wash
He stated that he bas some lime
that was bought at the kiln about
two months ago, which is mow
air-slaked, and he 18 unable to get
any fresh lune at this time,

Professor Surface's answer
was as follows:

**Replying to your letter asking
if air-slaked hime will do as ‘well
as fresh burned lime. 1 beg to
say that after 1t has become thor-
oughly air-slaked 1t will not do at
all for making the lime sulphur
wash, which is the best prepara-
tion for destroying San Jose
scale, If it is not thoroughly
air-slaked, or has been slaked but
very recently, it may serve the
purpose, but when it has crum-
bled toa powder it should be
avoided,

“The thing to do 1s to get your
fresh-burned lime when you can,
and put it into a barrel, a htfle at
& time, and slake i, and as soon
as you get the‘barrel full of the
hime thus slaked, pour water on
it; of course, being careful to let
1t become slaked before attempt-
ing to fill the barrel. Keep it un
der water all the time, and you
can take it out in the form ofa
paste, like thick putty, and use it
1n boiling your hme-sulphur wash
or making Bordeaux mixture. It
will be as efficient as the fresh
hme. A knowledge of this wili
save you considerable trouble and
time,”

Cheap Night Telegrams.

Begioning with Monday, of
this week, the Western Union
Telegraph Company started its
new mght letter service. This
means, as far as the McConnpells-
burg office 18 concerned, that a
message of fifty words filed at
the Western Union office not later
than 8 o’clock in the evenming, will
be sent to any city or town 1o the
United States where the Com-
pany has an office, and dehvered
thie next morning, for the price
of one day message of ten words.
If more than ten words are sent,
onpe fifth of the day rate will be
added for each ten words or less,

To illustrate: The day rate
from McCUonnellsburg to Bedford
or Harrsburg 18 26 cents. By
the new night letter service, 50
words may be sent to either place
(or to any other place where the
rate 18 20 cents) for twenty-five
cents. Sixty words may be sent
for thirty cents; seventy words
for thirty five cents, &e. In the
same way, fitty words may be
sent to San Francisco for one dol
lar, There 1s no it to the num
ber of words that may be includ-
ed 1n the “night letter,” but no
code words will be allowed, and
the messages must be written i
plain English, '

Union Cemetery.

The first chartered cemetery
association 1 this county was
formed in 1878, and a plotof
ground four miles south of Me-
Counellsburg, on the road leading
from McConnellsburg was pur-
chased, laid off 1n lots, and placed
in control of officers elected n
accordance with the provisions of
the charter, and named Union
Centery.

Prior to that time it was custo-
mary to bury the dead in grave-
yards, usually at the churches.
Hence many of the older towns
in this country have graveyards
within the borough hmits. Me:
Connellsburg has a population ac-
cording to the last census, of 576
people, and within the corporate
limits are four graveyards, and a
fifth immediately adjacent to the
Borough-—the Old Reformed
graveyard,

Partly on account of sanitary
considerations, and partly on ac-
count of the fact that the Town
graveyards werg filled almost to
the limit of space, citizens of Ayr
township, ahout forty years ago,
began to agitate the necessity for
a public burying ground to be un-
der corporate management. Had
the people of McConnellsburg at
that time entered heartily into
the movement, the proposed cem-
etery would bave been located
near town; but when they mani-
fested entire indifference, the Ayr
township people weatahead, and,
of course, located it at a pont
most convenient to themselves,

Union cemetery 1s an ideal
burying ground. 1t hes high
enough to be free from water,
and the soil 1s practically free
of rocks. For the following facts
we are indebted to the present
sexton, Elmer J. Seiders: Num-
ber of acres belonging to the As-
sociation, 64, of which 84 are with
in the present enclosure, and 2
acres lie outside the enclosure,
and will be taken in as 1t may be
needed. In the present enclos-
ure are 348 lots, 272 of which have
beeh sold,

The first person buried in Un.
1on Cemetery was Willlam Ken-
dall, an uncle of John F, and Dav-
1d M, Kendall, who now live in
the Cove. He was buried on the
12th of November, 1878, The
second mterment was the re-
mains of James Johnston, father
of Archie W, Johunston, also a res
ident of the Cove.

Since its establishment there
bave been 466 persomns buried
there, thirty, during 19089, aond
six during February of this year,

THE BEDFORD LICENSE COURT.

Nomber of Lignor Licenses Reduced from
25to 7. All Wholesalers and Dis-
tillers Refused.

The liquor license question has
overshadowed every other inter-
est among the people of Bedford
county for several months;and as
the licenses tor the sale of 1ntoxi-
cating liquors 1n that county are
granted (or refused) in March,
instead of in January as in this
county, last Wednesday, which
was the day set for hearing the
apphecations, saw the Court House
filled to its utmost seating capaci
ty with citizens from every part
of the old mother county, Both
the liquor people and the ant
license people were well organiz.
ed, and were represented by able
attorneys.

The President Judge of that
county 18 Joseph M. Wood, who
18 famous for casting his vote a
year ago with that of one ol his
Associates, and thus turming
down every application for license
m Miffiin County. The same
thing was done in Miffiin again
this year. At the election last
fall Bedford county elected John
W. Huff, of Saxton, who before
his elecuion was pledged to vote
against every application for
hquor license, and when the op-
portunity came last week to make
good his promise, his vote was
cast against every one of the
twenty-two applications for re-
tail, and the three applications for
wholesaler's anddistiller’s license
With the exzeption of five, the
other associate judge, W m. Brice,
voted to grant licenses to all the
other applicants. Judge Wood’s
vote woentwith Associate Brice's
1n seven instances, and in conse-
quence, seven places were licens-
ed: The Bedtord Springs, three
hotels 1n Bedford, two in Everett,
and one in Hyndman,

Judge Woods announced the
following rules to be observed by
the hotel keepers who were grant
ed hicenses; same tO be printed
and displayed in the hotel:

1, All bars toclose at 10 o'-
clock p. m., and remain closed all
night,

2. Bars to be closed Memorial
Day, Thaoksgiviopg Day and
Christmas,

8. Noscreens allowed in bar-
rooms or windows,

4. No treating or selling by
the bottle permitted.

5. Notto sell liguor to any
person who shows signs of hav-
ing been drinking.

The rule against treating and
bottle selling 1s, perhaps, the
moat drastic of all.

The action of the court isa
surprise to the whole county. It
was generally predicted that all
licenses would be refused.

Saxton, Hopewell and the Broad
Top districts will all be dry dur-
ing the coming year. Every Ii.
cence in that section was refused
Manu's Choice and New Buena
Vista will also be dry,

The three distilleries in the
county can stll manufacture
whiskey under the government
hicense, but they cannot sell It ex
cept n the original package,
which is a barrél. They cannot

sell by the gallon or quart as here
tofore.
